The procoedings were varied by thoe in-
terjection of a writ of habeas corpus
muade by Judge Robertson for the two
negroes, Redd and Williamson, who
had buen arrested on suspicion. Undor
this they were released and immedi-
ately roarrested on a warrank ‘‘on in-
formation"” charging them with murder.
Tho hearing for buil was then begun,
but was continued to Monday. Uoth
prisoners presented  alibi testimony
which has boon woakened at bwo im-
portant points.

The citizons mass meecting and that
of the Ileal Wstate Exchangn for-
warded malerially the raising funds to
secure tho apprebension and convietion
of tho murderers, and to othorwiso aid
to that end.

Tho funeral of tha murdored gentla-
man will take placo at St. John's 1Bpis-
copal Chiurch this alternoon as 2:30.

AT THE INQUEST.
The Corondi's Jury Procecds to I%fod tho
Favtd of the Murder.

Tho nefarious killing of Thomas Q.
Miassie engrossed the  attention and
interest of all Roanoke yesterday, Tho
coroner’s jury was early sceurod, and it
will be seen at n planee that a hetter or
moro reprosontative jury could not hiavoe
been obtuined. Yrom curly morning
groups of business men stood about dis-
cussing Lho situation, and many and
loud wern the denunciations of tho
perpeiratorsof tho dastardly oulrage,
Indecd, Lhere was not wanting senti-
menk in fuvor of o summary dealing out
of justice al the hands of the people as
soun as guilk conld bs properly fixed.
Nor did this procsed from the hot-
hreaded youth or the intemiperate ones.
Stiadd men of family seriously discussed
tho advisability of invoking lynch law,
as this was the fourth unpunished mur-
der, and the malefactors in throo in-
stances bad gpone unhanged.

Before the jury of inquisition con-
vened tho accused had conecluded that
their interests wero unsafe in tho hands
of one of their own racs, und ealled into
requisition tho services of Eston Ran-
dolph, Ksq., to replace those of T. T,
Henry, who conducted their case at tho
proliminary hearing of Tuesday last.
Mr. Randolph, bowever, mado itan ex-
press condition of bis taking hold of tho
cago that he would drop tho defense at
once should testimony ho addueed tend-
ing to prove to his mind the guilt of the
aceused,

At 11 o'clock a meecting of citizens
wis in session, having for its purpose
tho raising of o fund to oxpend in fur-
thering the ends of justice.

The blow
over the eye had broken tho skull, but
there was no compression; the one upon
the back of the head wus of ledser cx-
tent, and if made by the samo instru-
ment was tho resnlvof o lighter blow,
Called upon Mr. Massio st bis howe,
whenee he had buen romoved, on Tues-
day, when he found his patient in o
high fever; ealled again Wednesday
forencon, when this condition had in-
creased.  Dr. Stone minutely deseribed
the wound over the eye; it was of an ir-
regular triaugle shape;in his opinion tho
wound could have heen produced by any
blunt instrument or with a stone.” De-
censed was in good general health, and
tho cause ofdeath originated with the
wound.

Dr. B. W. Fry was next called. Ile
wad oalled into the caso at 2 o'alock on
tho 25th as consulting physician with
Dr. Gale. Atthat time Mr. Mussio was
2 verysiok man: his tempoerature, ao-
cording to his assoeciate’s rocord of tho
night before, bad been roduced somo
threo degroes, presumably as a result of
administering an wnti-pyritic.  There
was much swelling shen above and bo-
low tho eye, but the wound itsell was
less angry than might have hoen ox-
peeted.  Considored the case ab this
stage a8 vory serivus, as the pationt
was evidontly sufforing from inflamma-
tion of tho brain and wombrane, Yoth
tho inner and outer wall of the skull
had been fractured was lis then diag-
nosis, which was borne out by tho re-
sults of the sutopsy.

In responso Lo u question by the cor-
onor as to tho cause of Mr. Mussie's
death, Dr. I'rysaid: *Death was causaod,
in my opinion, by the inflamination of the
brain and membranes, supecvening upon
the injury recoived.”

De. Iry stated that decessed gave
evoery ovidenee of being in good health
outside of the injuries in question.

Dr. Joseph A, Gale way sworn. Ie
slated thut hiw services were culled into
requisition at about $:30 p. m. on the
24Lh, ot which time Mr. Massie’s condi-
tion indicated high fever; recognized
thia weds when the latter announced
Lis presenee io the sick chamber, Thero
was considerable swelling about the in-
jured eye, and the suirounding tissues
were preatly discolored.  The patient
Wi sensible, but woes disinelined to
conversation, Hegarded him as o des-
perately ill men, and requested that
Dr, Fry be called into consultation, Suaw
Massio again at 9 o'cluck Christmas
morning; his temperatury had deercased
somowhat, a8 a result of anti-febrino
treatment, applicd soothing methods,
but the putient's temperature nover foll
below 10015 desrecs.

Dr. Gale thon recounted his treatment
on Christmas doy in conneetion with Dr.
Fry, and said that when he ealled the
next morning (the 26th), he ascorrained
that his patient had pussed a most rest-
less night, and saw that his condition
wasg decidedly worse; he showed ovi-
denees of grent prostration and sinking,
symptoms, which Inereased until 7:20 p.
., at which timo Mr. Massic pussed
away. Ho thon relawed tho results of
the autopsy, as stated in yosterdoy
morning’s Tives.

When asked by Dr. Gray ns to the
cause of death, Dr. Gale answered, in
slow and moeasured terms: “Iu is my
positive opinion that Mr. Massie’s
death was caused by an intlammatory
tonditionof the brain and its mem-
branes, the result of the blow over his
rirht eye, which fractured his skull.”

Being asked, in his opinien, what
instrument produced the wounds, Dr.
Gole suys they might haye boen pro-
duced by o slung-shot, brass Jouuckles,
hummer, stone, or by & varioty of other
things.

WILLIAMSON'S ALIDMI,

Was He Lyimg oo Mis Pollet From 7
o'Clock Until 107

Tho testimony of Fannie Morgan,
Willismson’s cook, in the bail proceed-
ings, wag the backbone of his alibi.
She swore sho could see all over the
sniok-house from the cook stove in the
Li; that at about 7 0'clock he complained
ot a bheadache and lay down on a pallet
behind thoe eounter, where ho remained
until 10, under her obsorvation as sho
hud come forward and taken his place
behind the counter.

A TivEs reporter visited the place in
tompany with Sergeant Jones. [t is o
dingy, slovenly-looking, diseuse-breed-
ing sort of o one-story shanty at the
nerthwest corner of Nelson street and
Salem avenue from the anglo formed, by
the wwo sides of which sullenly swings
4 sign bearing the legend that R. 1.
Willlamson keeps o restaurant and fur-
nishes lunches.

T'he low ceiling and walls on the inside
of the structure are unplastered and
unpainted, and around them cobwebs
and dirt contest place with  articles
cooked sud sold in the place.

The rooms, ur rather room, is Leshaped,
in tho western oxtrewmity of which is
situnted the cook-stove, and in the
southern end is the door lvading out on
Salem avenue,

Parallel with Nelson street runs tlhe
counter. ‘T'hat portion of the L on
which the counter and its neCessary
lec-wny abut is partitioned off with
pieces of boxing, in which is but one
Lole through which to look from the L.

No one but the Morgan woman can
suy that Willinmson lay on that pallet
from 7 till 10. ‘Tho pallet is invisible,
dxcept frowm behind the counter. Wils
linmson may buve been thero or he iy
not. e might as well have been shut
up in a sule so far ad public observation
would bear evidenee.

AT THE EXCHANGE.
Meetlugs of the Citizens and the enl Ea-
tute Exchunge.

Crave hung on the door of the Real
Bstate Bexchanga yesterday, and folds
of crapo encireled the walls of the roow.

Thomas (. Muassie, an honored and
respected member, was dead, the vietim
of brutal murderers and roblbors, The
citizens of the city and the members of
tho Exchange wers asdvmbling to ex-
press their indignation, and to take
active steps to apprehond the porpoten-
tors of the deed tha’ caused the death of
a fellow-citizon and a fellow-mombor.

The citizous held a mesting tirat and
many of Roanoke's prominent men of
alfairs wero present.  Mayor Evims pro-
sided and briefly but tersely stated tho
objeet of the meating,

Livery eye vould read in the muyor's
expression u determination to lead in
the movement to unenrih the mysiory
that seems to surround tius terrible
cring, us ho asked the citizeus to sup-
port the authorities in their best eforts.

‘There were no violent outhursts of in-
dirnation, but from the strong remarks
of suyeral pentlewen and the mencral
tenor of the meeting it was very evident
that the eitizens wero determined that
tho inurdorers of Mr. Mussio shall be
overtuken by justice.

Lt was found that tho subseription st
footed up over a thousand dollars and
it was decided that ineluding what the

wal Estate Lxehange would give and
thiy reward offercd by the musyor that
tho total umount shiould b at least
$3,000. Tt was also deeided 1o plaee all
the money raised with  the amount
offered by the mayor in i common fumd,
Mayor Bvans and Councilman 1rout
wers appointed on o committes to take
charge of the fund and vso it as they
deem best for fervéting out the erime.

Lt is probable that part of the money
